1 . The Applicants' amendment under 37 C.F.R. 1.111 and declaration under 37 
C.F.R. 1.132 filed January 21, 2009 are acknowledged. Claims 1-40 are deleted. 
Claims 41-62 are added. Now, Claims 41-62 are pending. 

2. Claim objection(s) in the previous Office Action (Paper No. 2008101 1) 
is/are removed. 

3. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 1 12 in the previous Office Action (Paper 
No. 2008101 1) is/are removed. 

4. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 102 and 103 in the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 2008101 1) is/are removed. 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in prior Office Action(s). 
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Claim Objections 

6. Claims 41-55 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In Claim 41 (line 2), should "a first support" be ~ a support ~ because "a 
first support" recited in the specification merely refers to a support in one of the 
embodiments? 

In Claims 41 (line 10), 45 (line 2), 50 (line 1) and 54 (lines 2, 4 and 9), 
should "the first support" be ~ the support ~? 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claims 56-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 56 (line 2), should "a second support" be ~ a support ~ because i) 
"a first support" recited in the specification merely refers to a support in one of the 
embodiments and ii) it is not clear as to what the first support is ? 

In Claims 56 (lines 5 and 9), 57 (line 2) and 59 (line 1), should "the second 
support" be ~ the support ~? 
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In Claim 56, the lack of a sticking layer introduces new matter because 
labels 1-1 and 1-2 must contain a sticking layer (page 17, 2nd paragraph). 

8. Claims 56-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

In Claim 56, the lack of a sticking layer introduces new matter because 
labels 1-1 and 1-2 must contain a sticking layer. For example, see the specification 
in page 17, 2nd paragraph. 

9. Claims 56-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In Claim 56 (line 9), "670°C or higher" introduced new matter because of 
the following reason: The support can be made of a metal foil, (page 22, 2nd 
paragraph) Furthermore, the adhering metal foil is suitable for used between about 
670°C to about 1 100°C. (page 21, lines 30-32) As such, at most, the support 
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possesses similar characteristic as that of adhering metal foil. Therefore, there is no 
support for "670°C or higher" in the specification. 

10. Claims 41-55 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
claim objection, set forth in this Office action. 

None of JP899 (JP 2000-098899) andNishihara (US 4 929 507) teaches or 
fairly suggest the heat-resistant label set forth in Claim 41; and the method of 
producing a heat-resistant label set forth in Claim 54.
